1 . The newly submitted Abstract, filed on August 19, 2005, is acceptable. 

2. Claims 1-10 remain allowed. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1 1 and 12 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 1 is indefinite because in line 5, there 
is no direct antecedent basis for the recitation of "the method". Change "the" to "a" to 
overcome this rejection. Claim 12 is indefinite because it depends from indefinite claim 
11. 

5. Claims 1 1 and 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
